BRITISH WIN ADDITIONAL VIO-

London, April 16.—The Times 
prints the following: 

"Gyangtsc, Aptil 12, by dispatch 
rider to Cbnln, April 14.—The Thib¬ 
etan commtndent and the Chinese 
general surrendered Oyangtz fort this 
morning withont resistance, the 
Cbineic general Hating that tlie sol¬ 
diers having fled, no other cotino was 
open to him.

There is a rumor 
that four officials are coming from 
L'Hhs- a. but another minor, possibly 
more trnstworthy, suggests that 
L'Hasa is determined to persevere in 
its foolish obstinacy.”
